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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the request for reconsideration filed June 30, 201 0. 

2. Claims 1-9 and 12-14 are currently pending. Claims 1-9 and 12-14 have been 
previously presented. 

3. Applicant's arguments, with regards to claims 7-9 and 12-14, filed June 30, 2010 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-9 and 12-14 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. Hardjono teaches sending a communication fragment with an MIC using a target 
group address. Chen teaches a router performing address-replacement for the direction 
of communications direction and the recipient performing address replacement for 
purposes of verification. 

7. Claim 1 recites where the router is not part of the trusted group to which the 
sender and receiver belong. This limitation in combination with the other recited 
limitations of claim 1 is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. Claims 7, 8 
and 9 recite the same limitation.
